PURPOSE

A. This request is for authorization to proceed vd.th an inmediate renoval 
of $100,000 at the Rcme Coal Tar Site in Rcme, GA. A significant threat 
to public heeilth and the environment exists at this time and may worsen 
if response is delayed at this site.

BACKGROUND

A. Incident or Site Setting/Description;

1. Physical location - The site is located at 102 West Second Avenue 
in dcwntoum Rcme, Flcyd County, Georgia.

2. General character of site - The site involves a concrete pit v^ch 
holds waste from a facility which used the carbonization process 
to produce coal gais for the city of Rome 1890 to 1930. The pit 
was unearthed during a renovation project, and approximately cxie 
half of the material was mixed with soil and dunped outside of 
Rome off John Daverport Road. Oonstrucrtion debris was thrown
on top of the sludge remaining in the pit.

3. Vfeste Management - Both the waste pit and the pile of excavated 
matericil off Jchn Danverport Road have been covered with soil to 
terporarily mitigate the air pollution problems the unearthed 
waste has caused.
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4. Surrounding Areas - Ihe waste pit is in downtown Rome, approxinately 
250 feet frcm the Oostanaula River and less than 100 feet from a 
retail shop/apeurtment cjorplex which is scheduled to open in early 
June.

The pile of excavated materieil is located along John Daver^jort Road, 
approximately 200 feet from Little Dry Cre^ and 100 feet from the 
roadway.

B. Quantity and Types of Substances Present;

The sludge materietl is approximately 50% polynuclear arcmatic hydrocarbons 
(PNA's). The sludge is also contaminated with 1,700 ppn phenols. The 
volume in the pit is estimated at 160 cubic yards. The pile contains 
approxinately 140 cubic yards of waste.

C. Is the site on the NPL? If so, vhen is later remedial acrtJ-on ejqpected?

THREAT

A. Threat of Exposure to Public or the Environment;

The waste pit domtcwn threatens a release to the Oostanaula River, 
and the pile outside Rome threatens the Little Dry Creeik. Both 
locations present a threat to the public heeilth due to inhalation 
and possible dermal ej^xxiure.

B. Evidence of Extent of Release:

The site was initially brou^t to our attention by Rone's fire chief 
vho held received nixnerous oonplaints about odors emanating from the 
pit. Air polluticxi is still a problem at both locations.

C. Previous Aictions to Abate Threat;

The pit and pile have been covered with soil as a tenporary measure 
to reduce odors.

D. Current Actiois to Abate Threat;
